Also from the Kansas City Paper comes these items;--Alamogordo, M.M.,March 12. (AP) 

An official of an organization dedicated to the study of unidentified flying objects 
(UF.Oj. said today the group has physical evidence of the existence of such phenomena. 
And a challenge woe issued to the U. S. Air Force to try to refute the evidence. The 
challenge came in a letter from Mrs. Coral E. Lorenzen of Alamogordo, who is an inter¬ 
national director of the Aerial Phenomena Research Organization. Mrs. Lorenzen said 
today A.P.R.O. has in its possession two pieces of material found after what she 
termed "an extraterrestrial vehiqle..-met with disaster in the earth's atmosphere," 
Mrs. Lorenzen's letter was sent to Major Lawrence J. lacker of the office of public 
information in Washington. 

Major Keyhoe in the news again..."Hide Facts on Flying Saucer",-March 19,Washington, 

D.C...Maj.-Donald E. Keyhoe, retired, director of N.I.C.A.P, accuses air force of not 
giving correct story in one instance of a mysterious round fly ing object sighted at 
Redmond, Oregon, September 24, 1959- He says, "The Air Force was fully aware that its 
own and the FAA evidence proved this was some unknown machine under intelligent con¬ 
trol. We believe^that the public interest is best served by honest official state¬ 
ments disclosing the full details in all U.F.O. cases investigated by the U.S. Air 
Force, and that concealing the facts will only arouse public suspicion and harm." 

After a few items .like these in the Kansas City papers we find this editorial: "THE 
FLYING SAUCERS ARE HACK"-March 25*-. .Anyone who believed (or hoped) that the flying 
saucer issue had oeen dropped now may be disappointed. It's popped back into the news. 
Not only do people_keep seeing strange flying things, the Air Force has been charged 
anew with concealing saucer facts. For years, the air arm has 1 conducted periodic in¬ 
vestigations of unidentified flying objects. Repeatedly> the service has concluded 
that virtually all U.F.O.’s can be attributed to natural phenomena. Air officials say 
there never has been evidence to confirm ideas that-U.F.O.'s may be interplanetary 
space-ships...But recently Donald Keyhoe, director of a nongovernment committee to 
investigate saucer-type things in the sky, accused tne Air Force of covering up the 
facts. Keyhoe, a retired Marine officer, has written books and articles to present the 
view that saucers really ore vehicles manned by forces from Venus, Mars, or somewhere 
else out there. . ..So, here we~ go again! I

WHY SHOULD AMERICA CONQUER SPACE?...Excerpts from tnis are: When we speak of the "Con¬ 
quest of Space" we had better clarify that terra right at the outset. For one thing,we 
do not mean conquest in the sense of* beating little green men into submission and 
staking out a nationalistic claim on the Universe.Also,space is a pretty big place-- 
tney say it is even bigger than Texas and Alaska thrown together. Not even the boldest 
science fiction writer would ever dream of earth men exploring all the space from here 
to infinity. When we speak of conquest of space we mean no more than visits to a few 
of our close celestial neighbors. Nevertheless, some of these neighboring stars may be 
just as intriguing and just as full ol' mysteries as our own little planet which until 
the dawn of the Space Age we called The World...Why must we take up this .challenge? 

Why must we conquer space now that we have the technical ability to do it? Dr. James 
R. Killian, the President's former Scientific Aavisor, gave us the main reason"the 
compelling urge to explore the unknown."... Just plain curiosity has always, been a far 
more effective mainspring for research and exploration than hope for economic returns. 

..-Space lies out there like a vast, unexplored ocean--accessible to all nations large 
or small, a challenge for anyone with sailor's blood in his veins. Now that for the , 
first time in history man is aoout ready and able to build ships which can penetrate' 
that ocean, there can be no question that some men will take up the challenge. Some 
of them will make great discoveries out there, and some of these discoveries will 
greatly affect the course of history on our home planet. Shall we exclude oursdives 
from this contest because we prefer to "devote our riches to luxury?"...We have just 
opened the door into the limitless reaches of the Universe and we can see just far 
enough ahead to know that man is at the threshold of a momentous area. Here is oppor¬ 
tunity, challenge, adventure so tremendous as to exceed anything which has bone before 

















...It is impossible to predict the nature of all these discoveries: their cumulative 
effect will he tantamount to a scientific revolution. But it will also be a revolu¬ 
tion of human perspective, and here may pe space flight’s most far-reaching pay off* 

We need not fear tnat future space explorers on their heaven-storming journeys will 
lose their humility. The heavens will surround them as an.eternal reminder that there 
is a force greater than the thrust of their rocket ships,, a spirit greater than the 
cold_logic_Qf their computers, _a_power_greater^than iiiat^ox their own nation^
